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Asbestos tests 
delay school move 


The move to St. Thomas Church for 
students of the fire-damaged Glen 
Road School has been delayed to allow 
for testing for asbestos particles at 
the school. 

Supt. of Schools Walter Pierce last 
week had announced a target date of 
March 14 for the move, but the ad- 
ditional testing has caused him to dis- 
card all date projections. At present, 
school officials are proceeding 
cautiously, concerned for the safety of 
the students. 

Earlier this year, it was discovered 
that the corridor ceiling at the Glen 
Road School was made of asbestos. 
Then, on Sunday, Feb. 11, a fire

The additional testing was ordered 
after several parents expressed con- 
cern at a Tuesday night parents 
meeting last week. Although the 
asbestos ceiling was in the corridor, 
they are concerned that during the 
fire, particulate matter might have

intiltrated the classrooms. They were 
afraid that the asbestos particles 
would be moved along with the desks 
and materials from the Glen Road 
School. 

This week, Pierce said, Eastern 
Analytical Laboratories of Burlington 
took air samples, and dust samples 
from the desks and floors of the 
classrooms. Pierce said that nothing 
would be moved until the results of 
the tests were known. 

In preparation for the move, 
though, school and building officials 
toured St. Thomas facilities on Mon-

Deschler presented the selectmen 
with a petition signed by 46 residents 
requesting a barrier be constructed 
between Phillips Avenue and Wild 
Avenue, the otherwise dead-end street 
which terminates at the abandoned 
depot. 

‘The move, however, was not sanc- 
tioned by Fire Chief Arthur Boudreau. 
In a memo to Town Manager Sterling 
Morris, Chief Boudreau said he 
believed the dead-ending of Phillips 
Avenue could have an adverse effect 
on fire protection in the area 

According to Morris, the woods sur- 
rounding the old depot are a trouble 
Spot where many fires are set. 

For neighbors, however, the chief 
concern is that their children will be 
injured or their property damaged by 
cars speeding along Brand Avenue, 
Baker Street and Phillips Avenue on

Knights’ license signed 


The much-disputed Knights of 
Columbus liquor license was signed by 
Wilmington selectmen Monday night, 
two weeks after the state Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Commission 
(ABCC) returned a favorable decision 
following a hearing on the license. 

Attached to the license by 
selectmen were a series of conditions, 
including a provision suggested by 
Selectman Rocco DePasquale that the 
premises be completely vacated one 
hour after closing. 

‘The granting of the liquor license to 
the Knights of Columbus came after 
three denials by the ABCC 

Each time, after selectmen ap- 
proved the license, neighbors of the 
club appealed to the ABCC and the ap- 
proval was overturned 

Last October, the club's third try, 
the ABCC noted in its decision that the 
club had been serving liquor illegally, 
before the granting of a license, and 
hinted that after a period of clean 
hands a re-application might be 
successful 

‘Among other restrictions placed on 
the license are: requiring a police of- 
ficer to be hired for gatherings of over 
100 people; prohibition of alcohol con- 
sumption at a bar; prohibition of 
alcohol consumption in areas other 


than the function hall and a minimum 
of 25 persons at a function in order for 
liquor to be sold 

Hours of operation for the facility 
have been specified as; 11 a.m. to 1 
a.m. Monday through Friday, 11 a.m. 
to midnight Saturday and noon to | 
a.m. Sunday. 

While it is not a restriction on the 
license, Chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen Aldo Caira asked that “in 
deference to neighbors,” people using 
the left side of St. Thomas Church 
parking lot as an access to the 
Knights’ hall be encouraged to enter 
the lot as close to the church as possi- 
ble. 

“I think it is imperative you show 
good faith with the neighbors,”’ Caira 
told several of the club's represen- 
tatives who were present

The 766 Program 


‘The teachers of Tewksbury and the 
teachers of are concerned 
because their salaries are threatened 
in the current budget difficulties. The 
taxpayers of the two towns are also 
concerned. They are having to pay 
more and more. 

The finance committees, the school 
committees, the itendents and 
other school officials are to be 
described as being in the middle. 

It was about three months ago that 
one of the senior educators in the 
Tewksbury schools stood up to talk 
about the 766 program. Last week the 
Superintendent of schools of 

\. Wilmington also spoke out on the 
‘ same program. 

The 766 program, in effect since 
September 1974, is a guarantee that 
everyone will get an education, in 
Massachusetts. The argument was 
that the community benefits by hav- 
ing to pay less in the long run, for care 
of people who can with proper educa- 
tion care for themselves. 

A child with special needs should be 
given an education planned to meet 
those needs. That, in essence, is the 
theory behind 766. 

In Tewksbury there are over 600 
children enrolled in the 766 program. 
Their education, individually, added 
with transportation costs, comes out 
to $18,000 a year. 

: The Tewksbury educator, in 
describing the program, said it was

He feels quite strongly about the 766 
program. 

Like the Tewksbury educator, he is 
unhappy about the 766 program. 

Last week, according to the 
superintendent, four more families 
moved into Wilmington with children 
to be educated by the 766 program.

It is going to cost the Town of 
Wilmington thousands of dollars 
every year, and it can continue until 
each of those children is 21 years old.

The Comprehensive General Plan 
offers a variety of options to choose 
among when planning for future land 
use in Wilmington. Part III of the 
Masterplan deals with a zoning bylaw 
to implement this Master Plan. Many 
of the recommendations made are 
already part of today’s zoning bylaw. 

In May the"Town Meeting will be 
asked to vote on zoning bylaws to 
allow Planned Residential 
Apartments and Planned Residential 
Developments. The Comprehensive 
General Plan suggests that 
Wilmington consider zoning for a 
variety of housing types. At the same 
time it advises the town to take into 
account the following factors 
associated with intensified land use 
and multi-unit housing when

Research & Development: Key to economic progress 


by William C. Sawyer, with Joan N. Gardner * 


Research and development is in 
trouble in this couritry and we need to 
do something about it. Until about 15 
years ago, this country’s 


defense and dominated world 
markets. Beginning in the mid 1960's 
our technological effort began a 
decline that has brought R&D expen- 
ditures in this country to about two- 
thirds of what they were as a precent 
of gross national product. At the 
‘same time the other major industrial 
nations of the world were rapidly in- 

their R&D programs. The 
result has been a rapid slow down in 
the growth of this country’s produc- 
tivity per worker, an inability to com- 
Pete with products made overseas, 
the decline in the value of the dollar, 
the weakening of our defense posture, 
deficit spending and serious inflation. 
The trend can be reverse if 


and its practical use and to ie 
capital available for this purpose. 
The time has come to face the 
Problem squarely and do something 
about it. 

Output per man-hour in the United 
States has steadily increased over 100 
years, but since World War II in- 
creases in productivity have been 
proportionately greater than the in- 
creases in capital invested because 
the larger contributor was not simply 
increases in capital invested per 
worker, but was the new technology 
embodied in each new machine put in 
the line. In constant dollars our per 
capita. gross national product in- 


In the mid 1960's all of this changed 

Both governmental and private 
research and development efforts 
began a decline that, despite all of our 


research and development expen- 
ditures by all sources, governmental 
and non-governmental, declined by 
about one-third as a percent of gross 
national product, with the federal 
government's effort declining by 
nearly 50 per cent. 

Even this is not the whole story. 
Since governmental R&D expen- 
ditures have always been more basic 
research oriented, and since in- 
dustrial R&D has become more 
product oriented than before, the 
research with the greatest future 
benefit, basic research, has been es- 
pecially hard hit. For an example of 
what has happened in industry, in 1976 
DuPont spent only 22 per cent of its 
research and development budget on 
basic research, as compared to 38 per 
cent in 1972.

The decline in this country’s 
technological effort produced an 
almost immediate slowing in produc- 
tivity growth. From 1947 to 1966 
average productivity growth in the 
U.S, was 3.2 per cent per year. From 
1966 to 1977 it had declined to an 
average of only 1.5 per cent. Growth 
in productivity in 1978 was 0.4 per 
cent. The result has been frustrated 
expectations, the taxpayers’ revolt, 
increased governmental deficit spen- 
ding and inflation. If growth in our 
rate of productivity had continued at 
the 3.2 per cent rate over the last 10 
years, 1978 gross national product 
would have been over $120 billion 
dollars greater, a fifth of our total 
federal budget. 

In contrast, the other major in- 
dustrial nations of the world in- 
creased their research and develop- 
ment effort and now spend substan- 
tially larger proportions of their gross 
national product than the U.S. on this 
fort. Germany,and Japan,-for in- 
, have iftreased their R&D ex- 
penditures 40 per cent and 74 percent, 
respectively, over the last 10 years. 
One result has been our inability to 
compete with foreign products, not 
only in overseas markets, but in our 
domestic markets as well. The 
devaluation of the dollar and the need 
to seek protection from imported 
shoes, television sets, steel, textiles, 
apparel, small appliances and many 
more products is a familiar story. 
For many years, high technology 
equipment not only allowed us to be 
efficient, but itself was one of our 
major exports. Even here we have 
lost ground. 

Increased productivity and efficien- 
cy are not the only benefits of 
research and development. Beside 
new and better ways to do things, 
research also yields the new 
knowledge we must have to solve both 
old and new problems, to meet chang- 
ing needs and to develop the new 
products that create expanded 
markets and new jobs. To simply 
maintain our living standard in the 
face of increased energy costs and the 
coming decline in our work age pop- 
ulation will be by itself a serious 
challenge to out technology.

national defense is based. Just as in 


technologies 

pecially the Soviet Union, have 
‘caught up to us. We can no longer tely 
on our superior technology to balance 
the advantage our potential adver- 
saries would have in numbers of men 
and equipment. The Soviet Union has 
better tanks than we, nearly com- 
parable airplanes, a superior ability 
to make war in space, nearly as high a 
general technological level military 
and greater numbers as well. If there 
is a next war, it is unlikely that we 
will have time to catch up. 

‘To revive our research and develop- 
ment effort we must have changes 
both in governmental policies and 
programs and in the attitudes of the 
American people. 

First, state and federal tax policies 
must reward innovative effort, not 
penalize it. We need to give people a 
reason to try to create the new ideas 
and businessmen to take them off the 
shelf and put them to practical use. It 
is no coincidence that the decline in 
our technological effort began right 
after Congress nearly doubled the tax 
on capital gains. Congress has now 
reduced this tax somewhat and the 
stirring of the venture capitalists, 
who support and finance our most in- 
novative companies, the small high 
technology companies, can already be 
felt, but more should be done in this 
area. Canada has recently enacted a 
tax credit for research and develop- 
ment expenditures. We should con- 
sider it here. 

Second, state and federal laws that 
in effect prevent the investment of 
pension funds in new young companies 
should be changed to allow at least a 
‘small amount to be used for this pur- 
pose. Pension funds are now the 
largest, and perhaps the only substan- 
tial source of capital available in our 
country. We need some of this capital 
to finance innovation, but perhaps as 
inportant, the working men and 
women of this country deserve a stake 
in the Digitals, the Raytheons and the 


Wangs of the future. In most cases 
the only way they can get that stake is 
through their pension funds. 

Third, we must give the inventor 
greater protection of his invention 
through out patent laws. At present 
the only certainty in patent protection 
is its high cost, a cost so high that the 
large companies can both attack and 
defend while the small company and 
independent inventor can do neither 
without great difficulty. 

Fourth, aside from the question of 
the amount of regulation we need, 
some way must be found to make 
government regulation more predic- 
table and less politically influenced. 


The second area where changes 
must be made is in the attitudes of 
many of out people toward science. 
Clearly without the benefits of an ad- 
vancing technology the prospects for 
our future are bleak. Many of us, 
because modern science has brought 


problems with it, view alll science and 
technology with’ . These’ 


are 
the skeptics who shrink from the new 
areas of technology simply because 
they have a negative side, instead of 
analyzing the risks, taking measures 
to eliminate or reduce these to accep- 
table proportions so that we may have 
the benefit of these technologies. We 
must regain our confidence in 
ourselves and our ability to solve our 


problems. 

A renewed research and develop- 
ment effort in this country will he es- 
pecially beneficial to Massachusetts. 
We have virtually no natural 
resources here except the talents in 
the heads and hands of our people. 
Our prosperity in the past has always 
been based on these assets. 
Technology has always been one of 
our strong points. The bulk of the jobs 
in this area today involve products us- 


‘spawned by this country’s most recent 
great technological drive. Companies 
like Wang, Digital, Compugraphic, 
and many more. Furthermore, with 
energy costs here nearly twice the 
national average, it is iniportant to 
Tealize that since high technology in- 
dustries use substantially less energy 
than others they can locate here and 
still compete. So we are doubly for- 
tunate that any renewed national 
technological drive will center on 
areas with a highly developed 
technological base, such as we have in 
Eastern Massachusetts perhaps 
without equal in the world. 

A renewal of our coutry's 4 research 
and development effort is not only es- 
sential to the continued prosperity, 
health and safety of the United States, 
it is also the key to the continued 
Prosperity of Massachusetts. It is the 
kind of effort at which the Americal 
people have always excelled. It is 
time we acknowledged the problem 
and began doing something about it.

Shannon’s Town Meeting

Despite the inclement weather, an 
appreciable audience of 55 met to dis- 
cuss several problems 
Tewksbury residents at a “‘town hall” 
informal get together Saturday from 
10 a.m. to noon at the Tewksbury 
Town Hall. 

Congressman James Shannon was 
on hand to head the talks, but the peo- 
ple did the. talking and he listened. 

It was the first in a series of many, 
he told his audience, of meeting with 
constituents of his Sth District, to 
hear their complaints and try to assist 
them in whatever way he could. 

Energy and: elderly problems led 
the way with the discussion. Even the 
old Civilian Conservation Corps or the 
C.C.C. came ip for good credits, to 
older residents. 

‘Shannon told his audience that the 
trip to the moon was planned better 
than the political leadership is plann- 
ed today. He also noted, on the energy 
question there are many today wno 
would pay any price for gafoline, that 
doesn’t help the energy problem. 

One speaker felt that the lack of an 
MBTA system in the area hurt many 
commuters who had jobs in the 
Boston area. This meant a reliance on 
automobiles and caused more gas to 
be used. 

‘The idea of the government step- 
ping in to control all of the gas ration- 
ing doesn't appeal to Shannon, but, he 
said, things have got to be done to 
keep the energy crisis down. He said 
that the OPEC countries will not hold 
the line. Latest newspaper accounts 
say that as long as countries like 
Japan and the United States need gas, 
they will pay for it. In fact, he noted 


A program such as one to control 
drainage was mentioned after the 
meeting by another. 

Also stating that there was no one 
who wanted to work was Kissy D'En- 
tremont, a member of the Golden 
Agers. She told of her problems with 
Social Security check mixups. 

Dennis DeDeo of the Council on Ag- 
ing offered comments on the CCC and 
CETA programs. He suggested a 
national lottery be conducted to aid 
the Social Security program. 

The volunteer army idea is not 
working, said Shannon. Some sort of a 
draft is now being proposed and dis- 
cussed by the U.S. House and Senate. 

Another speaker criticlzed the over- 
use of heat in many stores when the 
President has asked the country to cut 
down on use of heat and energy.

He 
thought the President was wrong in 
asking for cuts on the elderly 
programs. 

Discussion on Federal retirees and 
Social Security preceded the two hour 
session. Following introduction of his 
staff, Shannon remained for an hour 
to hold greetings and talks 
with those wishing to discuss other 
iterns.

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Wilmington’s legend 
of pirate gold 


Wilmington has a legend that is well 
over 200 years old, which says that 
there is pirate gold hidden in the town. 

Captain Kidd, he who was hung in 
chains in London Dock, is supposed to 
have been the pirate who hid the gold. 

There are, of course, a few 
questions. Perhaps there are three. 
The first one is: Is the story true? 

‘That can be dismissed immediately. 

Every true believer in romantic tales 
will aver, even with his dying breath, 
that such a story must be true. 

The children of the Harnden family, 
presumably the Benjamin Harnden 
family are the ones who saw the 
pirate. It was the Richard Harnden 
house, which stood where 67 High 
Street is today, in Wilmington. 
Richard Harnden was the first white 
man to settle in what is now North 
Wilmington, and the year was 1667 
He did pay the rate in 1666, to the 
Town of Reading, that town being the 
town in which he lived, but no record 
of a home is actually shown, so there 
is a question. 

Richard had two sons, John built the 
home in which the Indian massacre 
occured, and Benjamin took over his 
father's home. 

One morning the children in the 
Harnden home looked out, and saw an 
oxcart going north on the Andover 
Road, about where Interestate 93 is 
today. There were two men in the ox- 
cart, a white and a black 
Presumably the latter was a slave. 
The cart was heavily laden 

Later that same day, in the after- 
noon, the oxcart returned, and this 


time only the white man was with the 


cart 

That led to the story of Captain Kidd 
and his buried treasure. The children 
told it, and others in their turn told it. 
It was always accepted as being true. 

The story says that the gold was 
hidden near Devil's Den, in North 
Wilmington. The black man was slain 
by Captain Kidd, and his. ghost 
watches over the treasure, 

Many people have searched for that 
treasure. It is shown to exist on 
“treasure maps” which are printed 
and sold to the general public. It can- 
not be found, even with modern metal 
detectors, which have been used on 
more than one occasion. 

The reason the treasure cannot be 
found is fundamental, according to 
Wilmington folklore. 

Captain Kidd slew the black man 
and buried him with the treasure sole- 
ly for the purpose of guarding that 
treasure. If ever any person is able to 
find it, by any means, then the ghost 
of that black man will whisk it off to 
another spot. 

Just common, ordinary digging, or 
the use of electronic metal detectors 
makes no difference. The ghbst of 
that black man is still on the job. 

Recently, while researching 
another story, the publisher of the 
Town Crier found out that Captain 
Kidd did land in New England, and 
presumable with treasure to hide. It 
was in 1699, and the landing was made 
in Narragansett Bay. 

‘That solves the second questions, as

‘Among the nice things that are be- 
ing evolved at the-Regional Health 
Center in North Wimlmington is 
something ‘which is called a Life 
Course. 

It winds through the woods, and 
along the old right-of-way of the 
Salem and Lowell Railroad. Every 
now and then there is a stop, or rest, 
where the passer by is challenged to 
accomplish something of an athletic 
nature. It is, everyone says, a lot of 
fun, and it will be fine for the physical 
development of those who will be us- 
ing it. 

‘The Life Course is nearly complete. 
‘The running course has been finished, 
and the finishing touches are being put 
on the exercise stations. 

Also on the grounds of the Regional 
Health Center is, or was, a Chinese 
chestnut tree. A rare specimen, it 


was cut down last week. 

Health Center Director Connie 
Sprauer said that she was not aware 
of any trees being cut for the Life 
Course last week. She said that oc- 
casionally, people have come into the 
health center property and cut trees 
without permission. 

But somebody did cut down the 
Chinese chestnut tree. Cut it down, 
pulled out the roots, and completely 
eradicated it. 

‘The Town Crier got several calls, on 
the subject of tree cutting. Some peo- 
ple were sorry to see trees cut. Three 
went further, and reported that the 
Chinese chestnut was gone. 

That Chinese chestnut occupied a 
special niche, in the lore of those who 
live in the meighborhood. It was 
‘discovered’ by Paul Lynch, 
Wilmington's Chief of Police, about 


five years ago. Lynch thought it was 
an American chestnut, and called the 
Town Crier. 

A story appeared in the paper, and 
then the tree was properly identified 
by Hugh Wiberg. Wiberg, a well- 
known amateur garden authority, had 
a Chinese chestnut tree on his own 
property on Andover Street. 

The two trees were mutually fer- 
tilizing each other's flowers, and as a 
result both were bearing chestnuts. 
He had been wondering where the 
other tree was. 

Now, with one half of that pair of 
Chinese chestnut trees gone, will the 
other continue to bear fruit? 

‘The tree was probably ‘pldfited' by 
the late Dr. Rounds, Medford dentist, 
and teacher and professor at Tufts 
University.

Social security recipients under the 
age of 72 will lose $1 in benefits for 
each $2 earned over the allowable 
limits. At the present time, those 72 
and over may earn as much as they 
are able and still receive full social 
security benefits. 

In January, 1982, the age for which 
there is no earnings limitation will be 
lowered from 72 to 70.
